The motion that the interlocutory 
judgment of four 
months ago be 
made permanent was made by coun­ 
sel for Mrs 
Astor. 
There was no 
opposition from Mr. 
Astor’s attor­ 
ney and Justice Mills at once signed 
the papers and ordered that they be 
filed. 
It had been the intention of the 
attorneys in the case to ask that the 
papers be sealed but Justice Mills 
without waiting for any 
requests 
from the lawyers, took the papers 
and endorsed them: 
“These papers 
are not to be sealed.” 
He then handed them back to 
the attorneys and 
they made no 
protest. 
Gets $800,000 a Year 
They, however, refused to permit 
any one to see the papers until af­ 
ter they have been filed with the 
county clerk. 
It developed at the proceedings in 
open court that no alimony is men­ 
tioned in the papers. 
This matter 
has been arranged by conference be­ 
tween the attorneys for both sides. 
One report is that Mrs. Astor re­ 
ceives an income of $300,000 a year. 
By the decree she is restored to the 
usp of her maiden name of Alva 
Willing and given the custody of 
her daughter while the son, Vincent 
is awarded to his father.

DRAGS IN NAME OF MR. TAFT 


Scathingly Exposes what In­ 
surgents Declare Are Sin­ 
ister Plans of Eastern 
Financiers 


WASHINGTON, D. C , March 4.— 
On this anniversary of the inaugu­ 
ration of President Taft one of his 
pet legislative measures, the postal 
savings bank bill, faced the possibil­ 
ity of defeat when the senate met 
at 11:30 today. 
The recess of last evening was 
taken to afford opportunity for com­ 
promise and the framing up of some 
amendment which could 
save the 
measure. These efforts were still in 
progress when the senate reconven­ 
ed. 
The necessity for a recess and re­ 
alignment of forces resulted from 
the defection of some senators who 
attended the recent conference at 
which it was agreed to support tho 
new Smoot amendment, giving tho 
president authority in time of wac 
or “other exigency” to invest tho 
postal funds in government bonds. 
This defection seemed to make cer­ 
tain the adoption of the Cummins* 
amendment, striking out the words 
“other exigency*’ thereby rendering 
the bill unconstitutional 
according 
to the president's view. 
It was the purpose of the regular 
republicans if the Cummins amend­ 
ment were adopted to vote against 
the bill. 
Nearly all 
the democrats 
said they would vote against, it and, 
with the regulars co-operating with 
them, could easily control a major­ 
ity. 
Senator Borah (R., Idaho,) open­ 
ed the debate 
today 
saying 
th* 
Smoot amendment was unnecessary 
and was a radical departure from 
the original plan. 
“I cannot vote for it unless soma 
competent reason is shown for iJtSf 
Incorporation,” he said 
Protest Begins 
The insurgent republican protes€ 
against Aldriehism 
broke 
loose in 
the senate with renewed force yes­ 
terday afternoon and as a result the 
fate of the postal savings bank bill is 
in doubt. 
The insurgents, with new 
allies 
that have rallied to their standard, 
charge that the postal bank bill 
is 
being shaped to suit the plans 
of 
Senator Aldrich and the big eastern, 
financiers, and they have served no­ 
tice that they will not accept such a 
measure. 
With the aid of the democrats tho 
insurgents won, one victory over the 
Aldrich organization in the debate 
yesterday, and when the senate took 
a recess until today they appeared to 
be in command of the situation.

MADISON, Wis., March 4.— “Was 
Taft elected on an

ing: Taft's New York 
Lincoln day 
speech, Senator La Follette draws a 
deadly parallel

Accepting President 
Taft’s definition of a “ luxury,” Sen­ 
ator La Follette, in facetious lang­ 
uage, says that for “the wife, the 
m aidservant ” -or others, to indulge 
in purchasing cotton cloth costing 
over a shilling a yard is wildly ex- 
tragant. 
“ In that address 
the president 
said som® Important things,” says 
Senator La Follette, 
in discussing 
President Taft's New York Lincoln 
day speech. “ He said, for instance, 
'We did revise the tariff. 
Nothing 
was expressly said in the platform 
that this revision was to bp down- 


William Howard Taft made a speak­ 
ing campaign in which recognizing 
the tariff situation as acute and fol­ 
lowing the precedent of Alton R. 
Parker on the 
gold standard, he 
made his own platform, and amend­ 
ed that of the party by direct con­ 
struction of the platform as mean­ 
ing revision downward.” 
President Taft says that it was 
not downward revision with refer­ 
ence to silks, or liquors, 
or high- 
priced cottons in the nature of lux­ 
uries. 
“ This utterance is illumina­ 
tive as indicating the administra­ 
tion definition of luxuries,” contin­ 
ues Senator La Follette 
“The Payne Committee’s tabulat­ 
ed publication of ‘Estimated Reven­ 
ues’ adopted a theory of luxury for 
the American people. President Taft 
has in his New York speech made 
that theory his own. We as a nation 
should avoid luxury; for, the books 
tell us, luxury caused the decline of 
Rome, and has been the disease of 
nations throughout, 
historic 
time. 
Luxury is a. dreadful thing. We can 
afford as a nation to make those 
who indulge their passion for lux­ 
ury pay the piper. Therefore if the 
revision is upward only on luxur­ 
ies, and downward on necessities, 
we may not be able to prove that 
it wTas ‘downward revision,’ but we 
may well cease cavilling, and let 
it go as a good thing anyway.

NEARING THE END

At that there is no hint 
that the strikers will agree to accept 
the flat terms offered halfheartedly 
it is said by the railroad yesterday. 
The conference this morning is be­ 
lieved to be for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining just what the strikers want—• 
that is what is the minimum demand 
upon which they are willing to make 
a settlement. 
After the board has the information 
desired it will probably call in the 
railroad men and put the proposition 
to them and endeavor to bring about 
a compromise.

ESTRADA WANTS 
TWO REPUBLICS 


Following Defeat He would 
Secede with Half of Ni­ 
caragua, but Trouble 
Will Follow 


MANAGUA, March 4.—A proposal 
of the defeatedrevolutlonary army to 
divide Nicaragua into two republics 
will meet with the most vigorous op­ 
position by President Madrid and tho 
entire government army according 
to an official announcement today. 
If Provisional President Estrada 
persists in his alleged intention to 
issue a proclamation declaring the se. 
cession of the eastern half of the 
country and the formation of an in­ 
dependent 
government 
Gen. Va*> 
quez will lead an army made up ut 
every available government sympa 
thizer .n an effort to crush th 3 se­ 
cession. The remnants of tho report­ 
ed hurrying 
to 
Bluefield^ on 'he 
eastern coast, the stronghold O' tho 
revolution. 
The 
overthrow of the 
revolution has brought hundreds of 
persons who heretofore have been 
afraid to take sides to the support of 
the government and President Mad- 
riz declares he can now put a larger 
army in the field than at any other 
time since the revolution began. 
Only the intervention of the Unit­ 
ed States could make possible the 
success of the proposed separation in 
the opinion of government officials. 
and the utter collapse of the revolu­ 
tion is believed to have removed the 
likelihood of such recognition. 
President Madriz has promised am­ 
nesty to all revolutionists lf they 
will surrender and give up the Ideal 
of seceding. 
"A continuance of the struggle on 
a guerilla basis can only retard the 
rehabilitation of the country which 
should now be the one aim of every 
loyal 
Nicaraguan.” 
he 
declared. 
"Even by a united effort It will take 
us a long time to recover from the 
blighting effects of the war but if 
we can now get together 
we 
will 
eventually emerge stronger than ev­ 
er. 1~ would welcome Estrada’s sup­ 
port most heartily.”

twenty per cent. Deducting the four­ 
teen to sixteen per cent which it 
costs the average dealer to sell goods 
there is at this figure very little 
profit left for the small dealer. 
In Minnesota, declared Mr. Lorenz, 
the governor of the state is with the 
small dealers in their battle for pro­ 
tective legislation, and he urged the 
dealers to get togetlier and agree to 
support a man for the governorship 
whom they could rely upon to look 
after their interests.
